' The Aim bf Our Age. 
Nr. W. Kay, of Queen’s College, 
gave an interesting paperat the Tai- 
keo Literary Association” last! 
evening, entitled «Some Ancient 
Civilisations,”” which was much 
enjoyed by those assembled to 
hear him. “We give an abridged 
account of the paper as follows: 
Mr. Ray said: What is civilisa- 
tion? It iy 4 significant and hope- 


-fful sign that, with the passage of 


years, this question is bsing-asked 
more frequently by thinking people ; 
which means that those who take a 
broad, unbiassed view of things, 
past and present, are not un- 
duly impressed or satisfied with 
Man’s achievements up to date. 
The word civilisation comes fram 
the Latin ‘‘civis,"” meaning ‘a 
citizen’’ and is used about the 
states and systems on this planet 
since 5000 and 6000 B.C. _ 
We all know that our ancestors 
spent a tremendously long time’ in 
a slow sscent from brute ‘savagery 
to the veriest primitive civilisation. 
To us if seems a lang way off, to 
the days of Queen Elizabeth or the 
Norman Conquest; it is afar cry to 
the days of Julius Caesar ar to tha 
time when Christ taught in 
Jerusalem ; farther still when Adex- 
ander tbe Great overthrew the 
gigantic but rotten Empire “of 
Darius, while those days when the 
Pharaohs built their pyramids and 
the Sumerians their cities seem to 
ba lost inthe mists of antiquity. 
Yet what are these 60, 70 or 80 
ceaturies compared to the thousands 
of centuries’ during which our 
ancestors were dimly and faithfully 
groping their way to the light? 


Prehistoric Man, 


Alter dealing with the prebistoric 
achievernents of Man, including 
simongst many things’ the domes- 
tication of ‘animals’ and the 
discovery. of metals,. Mr, Kay 
pointed out that when the million 
yéars’. apprenticeship of Man was 
considered, and despite the marvels

Important Experiments in 
Vienna. 


Vionna:—For the’ first time 
sincs 1908: a Congress of Phy- 
Sicians on a large scals is an- 
Hounced to be held here early in 
April. Tt is cbiefly doctors from 
Germany who sre expected, bat 
they will vome also from Switzer- 
‘land, Hungary, Roumania, Bul- 
garin, and Turkey, The Vienna 
medical school, with its old in. 
ternational reputation, will find 
4c opportunity of showing its new 
eciontific work and Iateat develcp- 
ments, for, despite the war and 
its aftermath, progress has never 
stopped. mo 

There is plenty of new Tesearoh 
work, and quite x number of 
important results have bean 
nobieved. The Vienna Professor, 
Ernst Spath, has attempted to 
Produce several vegetable sub- 
steoces by artificial Methods, and 
it is declared that his discoveries 
mean an essential step forward 
in organic chemistry. For Aus- 
trian theie success. would be & 
she is obliged to buy 
Moat ingredients of remedies and 
other chemical, abroad, . 

The sttempts at-the “trang. 
plantation ” of eyes, especially by 
Theodor Koppanyi, have created 
S stir, Even fifteen years ago the 
Vienna biologist, * Dr. Enward 
Uhlenkuth, who now works at 
the Rockefeller Institute at New 
York, tried the transplanta. 
tion of eyes on cold-blooded 
animals, especially fishes and 
amphibia. Koppanyi has con- 
tinned ‘those experiments on 
animals. Soma 
time ago, at a meeting, a Keated 
discussion arose between the 
occulists and biologists, without 
leading to any result, the former 
alleging that the animsls with 
transplanted eyes cannot sea, 
while the latter tried to Prove the 
contrary. Even the membera of 
an investigating commission, who 
worked fortwoyears were divided. 

The transplantation of hearts, 
tantacles, and limbs of articulate 
and vertebrate aniioals-bas also 
been attempted with. success, 
Almost the-whola brains 
iguanas were removed: -the 
operated animals were quite lame 
for a fow days, but afterwards 
began moving their limbs, and a 
week later bebaved normally. It 
ia declared that eyes, limbs, and 
even hearts may be- transplanted 
without causing moch difference 
in the animals, ‘The unique case

‘We have received from the 
Chinese Directorate-General af 
Posts its report on the working of 
the Chineso Post Office Savings) .

Savings Bank, the demanda were 
moet satisfactorily: Later, when 
matters returned to normal, ..the 
withdrawals, were gradually de- 
creased.
